THE STORM had been raglns fof ^^^^y '^°-'!^^' 
during which time neither sun nor moon 
nor stars had appeared.

These things are an alle- 
gory, and describe the in- 
humanity and insanity of 
those who in the midst of 
the. present world agony 
and world crisis turn to 
criticizing and cutting to 
hits the Word of God. A 
certain pretentions scholar- 
ship would begin by ques- 
tioning the Mosaic author- 
ship ot the Pentateuch and 
conclude by setting aside 
the Ten Commandments. !t 
would begin by questioning 
the Virgin Birth and end 
by nullifying the Sermon 
on the Mount. It would be- 
gin by denying the Apos- 
tolic authority of Paul and 
conclude by ignoring the 
thirteenth chapter of 1 Cor- 
inthians, and expunging tho 
doctrine of Salvation by 
grace through faith. It 
would begin by offering 
naturalisilo explanation oC 
the miracles of the Bible 
and end by denying the efficacy of the blood ot 
Jesus and the transforming power of the Holy 
Kpirlt. It would begin by removing the land- 
marks which the fathers have set and end by 
leaving us no guiding star whatsoever. 

But the facts are, that every mound in Babylon 
and every stone in Egypt has yielded testimony 
to the truth of the Old Testament wherever the 
spade ot the areheologist has been used or the eye 
of the philologist and anthropologist has been 
able to read. The caves ot Judah aud the gates 
of the ancient cities of Asia Minor and Macedonia 
have borne steady witness to the dependability 
of the New Testament, The Bible has nothing 
U) fear at the hands of an unbiassed schnlarship, 
but its claims are made more soeure whenever 
Its sources are examined.

'Thou hast covered thyself with a 
cloud, that our prayer should not pass 
through." — Lamentations 3:44. 

THAT the Bible is pre-eminently a 
Book of prayer, no one will ques7 
tion. We have all had wonder- 
ful experiences of answers to prayer. 
But unanswered prayer, as mo.st of us 
also know, Is not an unusual exper- 
ience. One of the most common diffi- 
culties in prayer life arises from the 
fact that so often our petitions seem 
to go unanswered. 

The Psalmist had this experience 
when he cried, "O my God, I cry in 
the daytime, but Thou hearest not; 
and in the night season, and am not 
silent."--Psalm 22:2. 

The Bible abounds with instances 
of unanswered prayer. For example, 
notice these several cases; — 

Moses prayed to enter the promised 
land, but he died on Mount Nebo.— 
Deut. 3:23-29. 

Habakkuk cried, "O Lord, how long 
shall 1 crv, and Thou wilt not hear!" 
Hab. 1:2.' 

Paul prayed thrice to be relieved of 
a "thorn in the flesh." (2 Cor. 12;9) 
yet his handicap remained. 

Jesus, in Gethsemane, prayed, "0 
Father, if it he possible, let this cup 
])ass from me; nevertheless not as I 
will, but as Thou wiit."— Matt. 2G:33. 
Yet Jesus drank the bitter cup to the 
very dregs. 

Wlien a person's prayers seem un- 
answered it leads to one of two re- 
sults; either the niari givss up pray- 
ing, or else it drives him to moi'e 
eai-nest praying. But where does the 
fault lie? Has not God promised us 
that if we ask we shall receive ? Then 
the fault cannot be on the part of the 
Giver, but of the one who does the 
asking. A common practise among 
boys on Hallowe'en night js to ring the 
door bell and then run. Likewise 
many prayers ring the bell at the gate 
of Heaven, but when the gate opens, 
the piay-er often has gone, and the 
result is the cry, "Alas, my prayer is 
unanswered!" 

We must again remember that 
God's "No" often means "Yes." Mon- 
ica, the mother of St. Augustine, 
prayed that her son might be stopped 
from going to Kome and even while 
she was pi'aying he was on his waj? 
there. Yet, St .Augustine later said in 
this connection, '"Thou, in the depths 
of Thj' counsels, hearing the main 
point of her desire, regardeth not 
what she then asked, that Thou 
mightest make me what she ever de- 
sired." 

We must not become discouraged il 
sometimes our prayers go unaaswered 
— "His ways are not our ways," This 
would be a funny world if every pray- 
er was answered: An old proverb 
says, "If wishes were horses, beggars 
\\"ould be a strange world if every 
pra.ver was answered: An old proverb 
would ride." Prayer is ne-iessarjr. 
It is our spiritual food. It is our 
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"just time for a Special Parade," said her husband, a day or meanE of communion with God.

TIMERS 



SALVATIONISTS, in common with 
with all wlio have at Jieart the 
best Interests of the community, 
will welcome the announcement re- 
ceiitly made by Sir Wni. Joynsoii- 
Hicks at the ninth International 
Prison Congi-ess held at Soiilh Keu- 
»!ngton, London, England. 

"In the last 'few years." he said, 
"there has been a striking diminution 
in the number of persons iu prison, 
notwithstanding that there has been 
an Inc-reaHe of population in the same 
period, i'ifty years ago there were 
20,000 people in local prisons; today 
there are only 8,000. Fifty years ago 
there were 10,000 people iu penal 
servitude ; to-day there are 1,(500. 

"To that must be added 11,000 
young persons in Borstal institutions. 
There were 113 local prisons, and 
liiirteeu penai servitude prisons in 
this i:uiuitry fifty years ago; to-day 
there are thirly-on'^ local prisons and 
four penal servitude institu- 
tions." 

While it is true that better 
edncation and the care taken by 
niagisd'ates to make the greatest 
possible use of the alternative 
to detention, have contributed 
materially to thiii gratifying end, 
it must not be forgotten that a 
considerable influence ha.=i been 
e:;erted by the operations of The 
Army and kindred Organizations 
in giving the discharged prisoner 
a new start in life. 

Prison reform, moreover, has 
also played a great part in 
affecting the numbers of the 
prison population. Two experi- 
ments are now being conducted 
in regard to prisons. Wormwood 
Sembs was set aside entirely, 
about two or three montlis ago, 
for men committed from the 
London area who had never been 
in prison before, with the object 
of training them in an environ- 
ment free from the prison at- 
mosphere. 

At WakefieW the prison has 
tssn Itept for those with sent- 
ences long enougb to enable 
them to lake advantage of the 
opportunity of industrial training 
afforded. No one is admitted to 
this prison for less than aix 
months. 

In this connection it is inter- 
esting to recall that, in April 
last, the General decided to ask 
the Home Secretary to give into 
The Army's care men who had had 
more than three commltals — those 
for whom the Government had practi- 
cally. If not openly, abandoned hope.

THE YEAR OF THE RAT IN JAPAN 

TIse Great Empire of the Far East Rebuilds its waste places and rises ont gS 

Suffering and Pain to a New Life

THE years in Japan are 
reckoned in cycles of 
twelve and are called 
by the names of the twelve 
signs of the zodiac, which 
are, in Japan, known as 
Rat, Ox, Tiger, Rabbit, 
Dragon, Snake, Horse, 
Sheep, Monkey, Cock, Dog 
and Boar. You will, there- 
fore, often hear people declare they were bom 
the Year of the Horse, or the Year of the 
Monkey, etc. The superstitious among them 
count it particularly fortunate to be horn in, or 
start some special undertaking in, certain years. 
\ rce versa, it is thought to be a harbinger of 
E'ortnne to be born in other years. 
The last full cycle of twelve years finished 
1923, which was, therefore, the Year of the 
Boar. As our readers will remember September 
of that year saw Japan's proud capital laid in 
ruins and many of its citizens ushered suddenly 
into eternity through the disastrous earthquake 
and fire. 

A Drab New Year 
The year of the Rat (19;?4) 
Came in 'neath the shadow of 
this dire calamity. The de- 
\.-istited portions of Tokyo 
and Yokohama (similarly tragic 
and forlorn to those of North- 
ern France and Belgium) were 
r.ipidly becoming vast settle- 
ments of hastily constructed 
and comparatively flimsy 
AAOodcn, shanty-like dwellings. 
r\erywhere one w.is greeted by 
the tap of the hammer, the 
wasp-like hum of the saw. and 

fited iron sheets. The usual 
delightfully artistic New Year 
decorations were conspicuous 
li\ their absence — r only a 
■■hadow of their beauty being 
thought more appropriate to 
the cliastened and grief-strick- 
en mood of so many thoU- 
•-ands of homes. 

Hut the New Year progress- _ 
cd The stream of time does ^ 

not .may its ever-onward rush Major Segawa 
to console stricken humanity; 
but It heals their wounds as it 
flows, and so, from the ashes and anguish of 
stricken Tokyo and its surroundings have 
sprung up products of man's hands which have 
••inkingly demonstrated to the world the_ indom- 
itable spirit of perseverance chactcrizing the 
natives of Nippon. 

Rebuilding the Waste Places 

The Salvation Army was not the least among 
the sufferers, hut God helped onr leaders to for- 
get their losses by ministering to the needs of 
others. Semi-permanent and temporary build- 
ings have been erected, over 500,000 people have 
been relieved in various ways, and altogether 
the close of 1924 saw The .^rmy not only hav- 
ing an increase of about 150 per cent, in the re- 
built buildings as compared with those which 
had been destroyed, hut a virile spirit of Salva- 
tionism exMsting' in the centres worked ^ from 
these which equals anything ever known in our 
midst til this country. To God be the praise. 
The Fire Scourge 

Fires liavc always been comparatively fre- 
quent in Tokyo, and it will be readily niider- 
itood that with so many wooden erections 
about this tendency lias not decreased. At a 
certain season the wiping out from one hun- 
dred to one thousand houses seems to be 
especially likely to happen, so much so that 
these times are referred to as those when "the 
flowers of Tokyo" bloom. During 1924. about 
five hundred fires took place which demanded 
the attention of the (ire brigades, forty-five nf 
which happened in December. At the large 
conflagrations immediate steps were taken by 
The Salvation .Army to provide temporary re- 
lief for the homeless. 

The Sliiba Camp Fire was particularly one 



which called forth the sympathy of the people 
here. Some thousands of refugees from the 
great disaster had been congregated in an open 
space near the Shiba Detached Place. The Army 
had worked .with marked success a Day Nursery 
for the bairns, and also kept in direct touch 
with the adults. Successful Salvation Meetings 
had been held in which large numbers of seek- 
ers were registered. 

Refuge in Anny Hut 

On the day of the hre a hundred children 
were in our hut, and the outbreak took place jnst 
opposite the building. The flames .swept across 
the narrow road but, by a miracle, did not 
swallow up our property, but caitght the ad- 
joining premises and from there the whole 
canip was reduced to ashes. 

Never shall we forget the scene when, while 
the ruins were smouldering, we found our 
large hut packed with poor people who had, 
wiUiin about twelve months, been twice de- 
prived of their possessions and homes. Through- 
out the burnt area were notices that anyone in 




lent to The Army by the city autnorities, and 

now they are gradually being replaced by new 
Ford buses with more imposing and suitable 
bodies. In addition to social activities from the 
Day Nurserv a good Salvation work has been 
accomplished, and to be present when the Hail 
is packed with peaple who crowd together on 
the floor in the Japanese style, to watch their 
faces when catching the points of Commission- 
er Eadie's thrusts of humor with which he 
presses home his message, or to notice their 
evident enjoyment of the music and song which., 
The Army alwavs carries to the people, is some- 
thing which makes an indelible impression on 
one's mind. The people are most receptive of the 
message. Particularly since tlie ea-thquake has 
there been an eager and sincere search for the 
truth of Christianity, and this truth in turn 
leads the seeker into that life which is the main 
feature of the Gospel. 

The usual "Christmas Pots" made their ap- 
pearance and the Cadets did splendidly, prac- 
tically 7,000 yen being raised. This inade it 
possible for large quantities of inochi (ric 
cake) to be distributed to the 
poor at half cost. This venture 
has been highly appreciated 
both by the happy recipients 
and by the public in general.

Tents arid other supplies were rushed to the 
spot, and under the Social Secretary, Major 
Segawa, a splendid work was quickly in opera- 
tion. 

The children attending the Day Nursery had 
been encouraged to deposit their pocket money 
in a kind of savings bank, and at the time of the 
fire there were about 1,000 yeii( nominally $500) 
in hand. It will readily be imagined with what 
pride the little children took their parents the 
sums they had saved and thus helped in the 
hour of loss and anxiety. The relief of the 
pai-ents was also great when they found their 
little ones had been safe and sound under the 
protection of "The-Save-Tlie- World-Army." 

The camp was not rebuilt and the people 
were scattered to various parts of the city and 
its suburbs. They are still being followed down 
and helped where necessary. 

Shortly after this another fire took place in 
the poor quarter of Shitaya, which was also 
absolutely wiped out in the 1923 holocaust. 
Once more The Army was quickly on the spot, 
and everything possible was done to comfort 
and help the refugees even to the buying up of 
the stock of a purveyor of "Urdon" (a maca- 
roni meal) and distributing it to the poor. 

Eager Search for Truth 
.At the Day Niirspry, in Honjo, a steady and 
effective work has progressed, and included in 
the special efforts were trips to the country for 
bolli the children and their mothers.

A PIONEER'S 
EXPERIENCES 

LIEUT.- COMMl SSI ONER 
DUCF., who took his first 
appointment in Japan in 1897, 



tells of his initial experiences and impressions 
in the following words: — 

"•One ot my first duties was to lecture and 
help in the training of the first Cadets, and the 
present Colonel Yanianmro used to help. I re- 
member, when we had only been there two or 
three days, suddenly feeling sea-sick, then, look- 
ing through the open sliding Japanese doors, 
I observed the next-door house moving pretty 
briskly. That was our first experience of an 
earthquake. The then Ensign Yamamitro, who 
noticed my uncertainty, said that if I cared tt 
slip in under the one small table in the room, I 
should be safe if the ceiling and roof came 
down .' Since then we have had a good many 
hundreds of e.^periences of earthquakes, big and 
little. 

"One of my early visits was to the Head- 
quarters, which consisted of one room down- 
stairs, used in the evening for public meetings, 
and in the daytime for training onr six Cadets. 
.\bove this room we had another, where the two 
or three other.s who formed the Headquarters 
Staff were located. One smiles at those days, 
when we remember the finely-huilt Head- 
quarters in which we spent our last term in 
Japan, and which was destroyed by the earth- 
quake, just after we left, in 1923. 

"Mrs. Duce and I had the great joy of spend- 
ing ten years in Japan at that time, and, more 
lately, I have had the joy of another period, as 
Territorial Commander, in that land of interest 
and progress.

THE FIRST SUNDAY o£ E.vhitJition fortnight in the Qiiccn City found the 
Territorial Commander, witli Mrs. Sowion. condutting a "sleeves up" 
Campaign in the u-estein quarter of the city— an intensive effoit which 
saw the round of the clock and came to an arresting conelusion at Sunnyside 

Beach. . . „ . n 

Toronto J. was the scene of the main part o£ the clay's effort. Here )s a 
Corps with glorious fighting traditions. It ean look hack with pride on a 
battle record hriUiant with esploita In the Holy War. 

For over forty years 
the parent Corps has 
heen a live force in the 
district. Looking back, 
the veterans talk tOT,i- 
ly oC the old warriors 
— they told the writer 
o? Shouting Jimmy, ot 
Mother Lawrence, and 
others; they spoke of 
old Richmond Hall as 
war-scarred heroes 
speak proudly ot old 
battlegrounds. Could 
this old Riehmond 
Hall speak, what 
stories! 

With sueh traditions 
to inspire them, is it 
any wonder that the 
present Soldiery, un- 
der Ensign and Mrs. 
IBoslier, are a 'lorce to 
he reckoned with in 
the locality? 
But let it not be 
thought that No. 1. Corps have things all their own way. They find a strong 
foe arraved against them in Toronto's Wliitecliapel. And the worst ot it is, 
perhaps, that ihe antagonist is not o£ the active kind, as in the early days, 
but is a passive force—the enemy ot indifference! 

Yes. like their iellow Comrades in many enotjjer place, the Soldiers of 
the Qneen City's first Corps are up against it! _ 

And it V.-.1S v.-itli a realizatiou of these things that the Territorial Com- 
mander. — who, with Ill's. Sowton, rei^eivcd a welcome full ot warmth,~-Iaecd 
his opportunity. In the morning gathering he v.'as seeking to encourage tho 
Soldiery, to urge to cioi-e desperate endeavors, to warn young and old against 
the craftiness of the enemy, to discover and strengthen weak places in the 
defences, .ind to show the possibility ot the weakest stripling being made a 
spiritual stalwart— a truly Soldier-building mission. 

And in the Salvation meeting at night, the Commiasioner'a endeavor was 
to unstop deaf eai's, to open blind eyes, and to show to deluded men and 
women the utter tolly ot neglecting the great gift of eternal life. Colonel 
Morehen's nrayer, the reading of the Holy Writ by the Chief Secretary — who 
was present at this evening event — Mrs. Sowton's clear and pcrstiasive words 
of appeal, and Colonel Adhy's heart-reaching soloing, all played thefr part in 
paving the way tor the Territorial Commander's linal exhortation to the sln- 
led. 

With the Exhibition written big in the publie ml.id. his topic proved 
eminently fitting. The display ot things attractive with the object ot induc- 
ing barter is a thing which is not confined to the material realm. Bargains 
are being made in realms spiritual — foolish and profitable buying and selling. 
Men and women, young and old, are being duped on all hands, and it was 
with earnest entreaty and cries of warning that the Commissioner sought to 
awaken minds to the cunning devices and deceitful bargaining of the agents 
of Hell, who would offer seemingly enticing exchanges — ever worthless and 
deceptive in the ultimate end — lor the souls ot men. 

The meetings w^ere charactized by potent influences; remarkable also was 
the attentiveness of the congregations, and one was particularly impressed by 
the heartiness of the singing. 

Loyally supporting the Territorial Leader was Mrs. Sowton, and also tak- 
ing part, besides those already mentioned, were Brigadier Goodwin, Assistant 
Field Secretary for Canada V/est, — who, in the morning, gave a telling wit- 
ness to the empowei-ing presence of God in her hte^Brigadier and Mrs. Bur- 
rows, and Mrs. Brigadier Potter. One must not forget, incidentally, the splen- 
did service throughout the day, ot the hard working Band and the efficient 
Songster Brigade. 

Open-air activity played an important part in the Campaign. "With a 
sweltering heat, it was a splendid testimony to the fine spirit ot the Bandsmen 
and other of the Comrades to render such yeomen out-door service. There 
were, for instance, no towev than throe open-air stands in the afternoon, and 
Ibis apart from the event in Trinity Parle, which Ensign Bosher has wisely 
arranged in place ot the afternoon indoor meeting during the hot months.

VISIT OLD CANADIAN BATTLEGROUNDS AFTER MANY 
YEARS' SERVICE EN THE UNITED STATES 



TO RETURN after long absence 
and view the scene of one's 
5 early days of service Is a cov- 

[ eted experience. Such a privilege 
has recently fallen to Colonel and 
Mrs. T. W. Scott, now of the Western 
States Of America, but tor many 
years the King's Bervants in the Do- 
' minion ot Canada. 

On Saturday, August 29tlt, Colonel 

; Scott reached the 65th year Of his 

life, and thus became eligible to join 

the ranks of our houored wai-riors in 

retirement. So it was indeed fitting 

that ere the Colonel and iiis wife 

"return to the west, build a little 

nest, and let the rest ot the world go 

, by" (to use the Colonel's own words), 

I that they should have opportunity to 
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■visit tne baitiegrouna or their early 
davs. 

The Colonel was captured for God 
and The Army In IngersoU, Ont, in 
the year 18S4 So you may well 
imagine with what delight he paid a 
recent visit to the town ot his spiritual 
birth to renew acquaintances with 
Comrades and friends of forty years 
ago. 

A comprehensive Itinerary has been 
arranged, according to which the 
Colonel and his wife will visit many 
points that hold for them precious 
iiieinories. Already they have harl 
blc-sed re-iinions and victorious soul- 
s,iving campaigns at London, Wood- 
'•to >! IngersoU and the Toronto 
Temple. 

London was their first stopping 
plat-e. Here a series of spirited 
meetings attracted large crowds, con- 
sidering the heat, and as a result of 
the Sunday effort twenty seekers 
kiielt at the mercy-seat. A particu- 
larly blessed reunion was that wit- 
nessed when the Colonel met his old 
Captain, "Glory Tom." StIH another 
pleasing surprise was in store tor the 
Colonel, and this time it was his 
spiritual mother, ths woman who in- 
fluenced bis life tor God and service, 
who greeted him. The name ot Cap- 
tain Annie O'Leary has always been 
intimately associated with the begin- 
ning ot Army work in Woodstock, 
IngersoU and other nearby towns, 
and her name will ever mean *iiuoh 
to hill) who now enters a well-earned 
rest from the realm ol olTlcial 
iietlvity. 

At Ingersol! the Colonel once more 
beheld the old house where he lost 
the burden of his sins. In Wood- 
ftock he looked upon the famlltnr 
scenes midst which he once to';;hi 
tor God. And then, last Sunday, 
Augii.st .Wth, he and Mr.s. Scott vJ.sit- 
ed the Huh of Army things in the 
cant. The Toronto Temple wu^ tlie 
KLeiie (i[ two bright tneetiligs, at both 
ot which the unusually largt! cougre- 
gatioiis warmly acclaimed the Col- 
onel and hit) wife. 

The Field Secretary, Colonel Miller, 
waB present throughout the day, anil 
introduced the visitors to the several 



audiences. His remarks in the morn- 
ing were certainly to some point 
when he said; "These old veterans 
who return to us after many years ot 
absence remind me ot our glorious 
maple leaf. Each passing month 
adds to it some new touch ot 
charm and beauty. Even so has time 
enriched the personality and char- 
acter of both Colonel and Mrs. Scott." 
(Applause.) 

Colonel Scott, in his reply, imuie- 
diaieiy gained the attention ot the 
crowd by his cordiality and genial 
sallies ot humor. We learned that 
the city ot Lindsay is soniewhat in 
his debt, having jailed him 'for 
twenty-five days for infraction of the 
law. Cornwall also occupies a 
notable place in his history, being 
the last Corps he commanded as a 
single Officer. One Captain Piecy, 
in the year 1S,')0. interrupted hi.s erst- 
while career ot single bliss. It was 
also an odd coincidence that, after a 
quarter ot a century's labor in 
America, he should now conduct 
meetings at the Toronto Temple, 
commanded by Adjutant Frank Ham, 
who was dedicated by the Colonel 
many (how many was not divuleed) 
years ago in Vancouver. 

Mrs. Scott's brief talks during tlie 
day contributed an element ot ten- 
derness which won for her many 
friends and sympathizers. 

The Colonel's address in the Holi- 

ness meeting consisted ot a definition 

n and a revealing ot the way to 
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'freedom from its bondage. Sin might 
be an act, an expression; but sin 
might also be a principle, a dispo- 
sition. Sin is sin whether eor.imit- 
(ed or suppressed, and the ■ purifying 
ot the nature from all tendency to 
evil was the ideal experience for the 
Christian. 

Tbe Colonel's method of utter- 
ance is slow, deliberate, impressive. 
His subject matter was stimulat- 
ing to heart and niiud. Consciences 
weie <;iit to the quick by his able ex- 
position, and in the prayer meeting 
.si.\- .sought the deliverance of which 
they had heard. 

On Sunday afternoon the Colonel 
presided over n musical program 
given by the Hand at Allan Gardens. 
The open - .lir audience .numbered 
many hundreds and they listened to 
the various items witli keen re)i.fh. A 
terse talk bj the Colonel was also a 
valued item, and he took opportunity 
to thrust home some pointed Gospel 
truths.

flTH almost every mile o£ the 
outward journey lit by mem- 
ories oC twenty years ago, 
Lieut.-Commissioner Uns\vort)i r e ■ 
cently visited New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia, representing Internationa! 
Headquarters at six great CongresBes. 

"The Meetings in New 
Zealand," he stated, re- 
cently, to a British "War 
Cry" representative, "were 
made most impressive by 
reason of their deep seri- 
ousness, and the manifest 
eagerness ot the people tov 
spiritual enlightenment. The 
presence of the Holy Ghost 
was mightily telt in the 
public Meetings, and as 
powerfully in the Bands- 
men's Council, the first to 
he held in this Territory. 
Local Officers' Meetings, 
;i'ouug People's Meetings, 
and so on, gave indication 
of the healthiness o£ The 
Army in this lovely land." 

The sweeping galleries of 
the Wellington Town Hall 
had to be opened for the 
Sunday morning Meeting, 
and great crowds thronged 
the place to its utmost ca- 
pacity for the afternoon 
and evening gatherings. 

"The dislocation <3t trans- 
port caused by a labor dis- 
turbance made it doubttul 
as to whether I should ar- 
rive in Melbourne in time 
lor the opening Congress, 
but the boat succeeded in 
making ibe port before the 
first Congress Day.

It was 
estimated .that on the Sun- 
day night no fewer than 
5,000 wfiip. present. 

"In the 'Town Hall, Ade- 
laide, and again at Perth, 
similar 'beyond-expectation' 
meetings were held. Bris- 
bane was a great surprise, 
tor 1 knew it as a city ot 
terrible droughts, often, 
alas, almost a city of stag- 
nation, hut now. after 
twenty years. I discovered a __ 
bustling. all-alive place 
whose briskness was well reflected 
in the e.^cellently-planned and en- 
thusiastic Congress Meetings. 

"Sydney naturally presented the 
biggest opportunity. The Hippo- 
drome was packed from floor to ceil- 
ing, not an empty foot ot seating or 
standing room being unoccupied. 

"It was a great sight in the Sunday 
night prayer meeting to see about a 
dozen stalwart men rise to their feet 
and step boldly to tbe penitent-torm. 
Some Icuew so little of Army pro- 
cedure that they had to be told how 
to kneel and seek Salvation, and their 
isincerity (.ouched nil who understood 
. the cost of such volunteering to the 
front. Seventy others followed them. 
We were tired at the finish, but it 
was a grand day!" 

In addition to the Territorial Com- 
manders the Commissioner met many 
old friends, some ot whom had fought 
Ijy his side in Australia and iu the 
Homeland. His own sons and little 
grand-daughter were among those who 
greeted him. Almost every depart- 
ment of public lite was represented 
by the chairmen and those who at- 
tended the Meetings, and by those 
who spokn nt their appreciation of 
Tbe Army, thus providing widespread 
indication of interest aud confi- 
dence. 

One ot tile developmolilfl wliich 
greatly impressed llu' ('ommissioricr 
was Hie great increase in Tlin Army's 
Hocial Operations iu Au.itralia. At 
Sy^Incy be was pre.seiit at Iho opeii- 
iim 111' a iiia;inillcout iMon's Social 
lliiiiie in lliv! cciiiro or Hie city, and 
heard on nil hands tlie ■ippri'ciation 
ot the people of all that The Army 
is doing in thia direction.

FOOD spoils because germs grow 
in it. To prevent this growtli 
of germs we put food to lie 
prcbcrved tlirougli a process that wiil 
liill tlie eerma whicli spoil food. 

Fruits and vegetables sliould be 
fanned a^ soon as possible atter they

As 
the Jars or cans cool atter steriliza- 
tion, the contents contract, forming 
a vacuum through which air with 
mold and yeast cells is drawn if the 
container has a small lealt. 



MILK should always belcept clean, 
covered and cool. These three 
points are as Important bo the 
producer as to the consumer. Re- 
gardless of how Avell milk has been 
handled and cared tor till it is de- 
livered to the consumer, it cannot be 
expected to reinsiin sweet and have 
a good flavor it it is carelessly handled 
in the home. 

In most towns and cities, milk may 
be purcha.sed in bottles. This is the 
best way o£ buying it. The dairy-

parboiling. In modern community 
milk pasteurization is always em- 
ployed and is a sanitary safeguard 
that should never be neglected 
where the health of a community is 
valued. 

If milk is not efficiently pasteur- 
ized at the dairy, the iiousewife can 
and should do it herself with a 
saucepan or double boiler and a dairy 
thermometer. The milk is heated to 
a temperature of 145 degrees Fahren- 
heit and held at this temperature for 
thirty minutes, but not boiled. 
The milk should then be chilled 
and kept cool until consumed. Pas- 
teiirizied milk is just as reliable, 
just as nutritious and much more 
safe than rav milk. There is no 
more olijootion to the prorcn.! 
than there is to the cooking ot 
meat. 

Where milk must be purchased 
in bulk, not In bottles, it should 
be measured into a clean glass 
jar with a glass lid but with no 
rubber. This jar should be u.sed 
for no other purpose than receiv- 
ing milk. 

Milk should be kept at a tem- 
perature below 00 degrees Fah- 
renheit. Clean milk will keep 
sweet at this temperature for 
twentj'-four hours after it reaches 
the consumer. Otten milk IB 
delivered as early as 4 o'clock iti 
the morning and remains in the 
sun until ?. or S o'clock. This is 
a bad practice and milk so treat- 
ed cannot bo expected to remain 
sweet. It the milk cannot be 
brought into the house soon atter 
delivery, a covered box or sheltered 
place .-ihould be provided and the 
delivery man asked to leave the milk 
thei'e. A rise in temperature of milk 
for a short time will cause the de- 
velopment of bacieiia ifuuhig iu 
early souring, while the growth of 
liacteria is held in chock by keeping 
the milk cool. Where ice is not avail- 
able during the summer, milk should 
he kept in the coolest possible place.

LITTLE KNOWN BITS OF 
CANADIAN HISTORY 

No. 2.— THE SELKIRK SETTLEMENT 



As A nECORO uf deeds of valD-. 
heroJ'-m and fortitude in no 
particular does the story of 
Lord Selkirk's early settlers on the 
Red River lose color by comparison 
with more spectacular events in 
Canadian history. 

This experiment was not Lord 
Selkirk's premier attempt at coloni- 
zation. He had made two earlier at- 
tempts in ISOJ. one on Prince Edward 
Island, and the other in Eastern 
Upper Canada. These had prospered 
to such an extent that he deter- 
mined to launch his Red River 
scheme. His well laid plans went far 
astray and he died broken-hearted 
eight years afterwards, a victim, it is 
said, of the sellishness of his rivals 
who 'Cioiild not see the great national 
motives behind his scheme for set- 
tlement in the West. 

Thomas Douglas Selkirk, fifth Earl 
of his family, succeeded in ITflfl lo 
the tille. The estate wels in the 
Highlands of Scotland, and at Ihat 
time marked changes wore loniing 
over the land. Vasts tracts were be- 
ing cliEiUged fi'oiii small farms into 
grazing lands and doer forests, ami 
the wholesale eviclion of llie ciofteis 
had hrought many contented people 
to the verge of dire poverty. It was 
to aid tliese unforiunate people that 
Selkirk organized h i r, craigiation 
jiaities to tiif! [iieu flriiish colonies.
